joining in the laughter. 
Then, Kennedy became .serious 
and turned to the business at 
hand — Miss Anderson, He re­ 
called her Easter Sunday concert 
at the Lincoln Memorial in 1939 
when 75,000 persons gathered to 
hear her.

To Reds Denied 


WASHINGTON (A P )—A Seattle, 
Wash., trading firm’s request for 
permission to ship $400 million of 
grain to Communist China and 
North Korea was rejected today 
by the government. 
Secretary of Commerce Luther 
H. Hodges announced the denial 
of export license applications from 
the International Trading Corp.. 
Seattle, for sales of wheat and 
barley to the two Communist na­ 
tions in Asia. 
A 
two-sentence 
announcement 
said there was no evidence that 
the order was based upon a re­ 
quest from the governments con­ 
cerned. 
Officials indicated this was a 
roundabout way of saying that the 
proposed grain shipment had been 
subject to discussions between the 
Commerce Department and the 
International Trading Corp. and did 
not involve any talks with the gov­ 
ernments of Red China and North 
Korea. 
There is a complete embargo on 
shipments of American goods and 
produce to the two countries. How­ 
ever, the Commerce Department at 
least considered making an ex­ 
ception to the rule in this case. 
Officials said they could not say 
why this had been done. 
President Kennedy was asked at 
a recent news conference about 
reports that a grain deal with 
Communist China, which has been 
suffering from 
agricultural fail­ 
ures, was being considered. He 
confirmed then that the Seattle 
firm had applied for a license. 
The proposed shipments would 
have extended over three years. 
Communist China had wanted six 
million tons of grain while North 
Korea had put in an order for 4.5 
million tons. 


United States, Britain and the So 
viet Union reported collapse of 
their efforts to start new negotia­ 
tions on a test ban treaty. 
Gromyko said the United States 
is to blame for the failure because 
it has scheduled a new series of

To 'Get Tough' 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P ^ P re s i­ 
dent Kennedy may become the 
second consecutive extreme popu­ 
lar but highly ineffective presi­ 
dent, t e l e v i s i o n news analyst 
Howard K. Smith said here Thurs­ 
day 
Speaking to an annual meeting 
of Nationwide Insurance policy­ 
holders, Smith said Kennedy “ has 
all 
the qualities to 
become 
a 
great president. But I think he’s 
still running for office.” 
Smith charged that Kennedy in 
his dealings with Congress has 
worked in a kindly way and that 
in order to get things done in

“ friendliness 
doesnt 
pay.” He suggested the adminis­ 
tration exert a system of punish­ 
ment and reward to implement 
its programs.

of radioactive strontium 90, the 
fallout material of greatest poten­ 
tial 
concern 
from 
the 
health 
standpoint 
Strontium 90 is chemically akin 
to calcium and concentrates in the 
bones, where it is capable of caus­ 
ing bone cancer or leukemia. The 
radioactive material can be on 
vegetables or grains eaten direct­ 
ly by man or can pass along in­ 
directly through grass eaten by 
cows, then into the milk or meat 
While the settling of the fallout 
is expected to last for several 
months—reaching its maximum in 
the rains of late April or early 
May—the bulk of the debris in 
the stratosphere may come down 
in two steps, part this spring and 
the rest in the spring of 1963. 
And, some of the debris may 
fall gradually over seven or eight 
successive springs. 
This w'as the situation as ob 
tained in interviews with Public 


Health Service and Weather Bu­ 
reau officials. The views are a 
followup to the forecasts of last 
fall and winter that most of the 
debris from the Soviet tests—that 
is, 
the 
component 
originally 
spread high in the stratosphere— 
would not begin to come down un- 


Officials of the health service’* 
division of radiological health said 
that as yet, there is no discerni­ 
ble evidence that the fallout is be­ 
ginning to come down, although 
they expect it to begin soon. 
Declaring that the first gauge 
would he the appearance of any 
increased levels—however small— 
of 
radioactive 
strontium 
90 
in 
milk, 
they 
said 
it would 
take 
about a week from the time of 
initial fallout to get a rough esti­ 
mate. 
And. 
it 
would take six 
weeks to get a real precise analy­ 
sis of strontium 90 and other com­ 
ponents of fallout in a given milk 
sample. 
Weather bureau experts said 
that, based on the experience fol­ 
lowing the Soviet test series ill 
1958. the stratospheric fallout— 
of it falling on the N o r t h e r n 
Hemisphere — should 
begin 
in 
March, reach a peak in late April 
and early May, and then taper off 
in June.

Kennedy will address a charter 
day convocation at the University 
of California in Berkeley this aft­ 
ernoon, receive the 21st in his 
collection of honorary degrees and 
then fly to Vandenberg Air Force 
Base.

BUENOS AIRES (AP) — Fol­ 
lowers of exiled dictator Juan D. 
Peron launched a nationwide anti­ 
government strike today as mili­ 
tary pressure mounted for Presi­ 
dent Arturo Frondizi’s ouster. 
National police went on battle 
alert as the strike began at mid­ 
night amid fears of violence. Pro- 
Peron 
labor 
unions 
summoned 
nearly 2 million workers to strike 
for 24 hours in protest against 
Frondizi’s decree—ordered by the 
military—nullifying sweeping Per- 
onist victories 
In 
National 
As­ 
sembly and provincial elections 
last Sunday. 
The full effect of the strike was 
not expected to be felt until later 
in the day, but officials predicted 
it would not be paralyzing. The 
powerful Transport Workers Un­ 
ion said it would not take part 
Other unions also refused to join 
in, but went on record as opposed 
to Frondizi. 
The three armed service sec­ 
retaries huddled with top mili­ 
tary commanders at Government 
House in an early morning m eet­ 
ing at first described as decisive. 
The 90-minute conference broke 
up at 3:30 a rn. with no announce­ 
ment 
Word leaked out that irate navy 
leaders once again pressed their 
demands 
that 
Frondizi 
resign. 
Army and air force chiefs, who 
had stood for retaining Frondizi, 
were 
reported 
wavering 
under 
the navy officers’ insistence that 
he be ousted. 
The m ilitary tossed Peron out 
in 1955 and is violently opposed 
to his return. It stopped short of 
taking over the government ear­ 
lier 
this 
week 
when 
Frondizi 
agreed to form a new anti-Peron 
coalition government with a half- 
militarv haif-civilian cabinet and

Of Handling Incorrigible Children 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — How 
do 
you 
handle 
an 
incorrigible 
child, the type that is not tough 
enough to be placed in an indus­ 
trial school, yet is in definite need 
of supervision outside the home? 
This problem has confronted all 
of Ohio’s Juvenile Court judges 
but so far has gone unsolved. 
As a result many mild delin­ 
quents go to the state's industrial 
schools only to come out hard­ 
ened delinquents. 
To overcome the situation and 
look into the means of setting up 
a school for such youngsters be­ 
tween the ages of 12 and 18, offi­ 
cials 
from 
three 
northeastern 
counties met here Thursday. 
They included state rep. B. A. 
Broughton (R-C.eauga); Juvenile 
Court judges Bruce Henderson of 
T r u m b u l l County and Calvin 
Hutchins 
of 
Ashtabula 
County, 
and 
Joseph 
P. 
Mallone, chief 


juvenile probation officer of Ash­ 
tabula County. 
The four 
are directors of 
a 
group of Juvenile Court judges 
and probation officers that first 
m et last summer to set up a spec­ 
ial guidance school. 
Others spearheading the group 
from

of 
Ashtabula, 
Trumbull, P o r t a g e , Lake and 
Geauga 
counties 
are 
Juvenile 
Court judges 
Clay 
Dietrich

group already has incurred the 
disfavor of the residents of Brook­ 
field. The village school board has 
come out against the proposal 
that would house 250 pre-delin- 
quent youngsters rn their midst. 
However, Joseph Mallone, presi­ 
dent of the organization, contends 
the Brookfield site is not near a 
main highway, is somewhat iso­ 
lated and therefore would not con­ 
flict with the community.

Secretary of Commerce Luther 
H. Hodges announced the denial 
of export license applications from 
the International Trading Corp., 
Seattle, for sales of wheat and 
barley to the two Communist na­ 
tions in Asia. 
A 
two-sentence 
announcement 
said there was no evidence that 
the order was based upon a re­ 
quest from the governments con­ 
cerned. 
Officials indicated this was a 
roundabout way of saying that the 
proposed grain shipment had been 
subject to discussions between the 
Commerce Department and the 
International Trading Corp. and did 
not involve any talks with the gov­ 
ernm ents of Red China and North 
Korea. 
There is a complete embargo on 
shipments of American goods and 
produce to the two countries. How­ 
ever, the Commerce Department at 
least considered making an ex­ 
ception to the rule in this case. 
Officials said they could not say 
why this had been done. 
President Kennedy was asked at 
a recent news conference about 
reports that a grain deal with 
Communist China, which has been 
suffering from agricultural fail­ 
ures, was being considered. He 
confirmed then that the Seattle 
firm had applied for a license. 
The proposed shipments would 
have extended over three years. 
Communist China had wanted six 
million tons of grain while North 
Korea had put in an order for 4.5 
million tons. 


Rusk Accuses 


Russians of 


Blocking Pact 


Gromyko Blames U.S. 
As 2 Nations Clash 
Anew at Geneva Talks 


GENEVA (AP) — Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk accused the So­ 
viet Union today of blocking a 
nuclear test ban treaty while pre­ 
sumably planning a new series of 
atomic weapon explosions. 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
A. Gromyko sharply denied the 
charge and blamed the United 
States for the failure to reach 
agreement on a test ban. 
The clash came in the 17-nation 
disarmam ent conference when the 
United States, Britain and the So 
viet Union reported collapse of 
their efforts to start new negotia­ 
tions on a test ban treaty.

T rough Lits non­ 
agreement of woodland, wildlife 
and recreation facilities, the Mus­ 
k ingum Conservancy District, this 
unique public corporation, under 
local direction, is perhaps the only 
state agency in the US that pays 
taxes on the land it owns. And yet, 
since 1939, it has received no tax 
income to support its operations, 
he remark ed.

Donald V. A rcher, local soil con­ 
servationist, presented the film, 
"Vision in our Valley” , depicting 
the story of w ater conservancy in 
the Muskingum Valley, at the reg­ 
ular monthly m eeting of the Meth­ 
odist M en’s Club. 
The film illustrated how the 
Muskingum group had worked 
for many years to build and fin­ 
ally complete a system that pre­ 
serves soil and water resources, 
but still a ll o w s their wise use 
for power, agriculture and rec­ 
reation. 
A r c h e r said the Muskingum 
Conservancy system extends from 
the steep foothills in eastern Ohio 
down through the M uskingum Val­ 
ley to the Ohio River. Dam s, lakes 
and reservoirs were built to store 
the w ater — w ater that the people 
of the v a 11 e y are able to use in 
their homes, in their factories, for 
s w i m m i n g , 
fishing, 
boating, 
surf - hoarding, sum m er 
h o m e 
sites and the like. 
The planners, in their vision, 
realized in order to keep this vast 
resource of w ater, the surrounding 
land 
would 
also need m ainten­ 
ance. For help in this planning 
they sought assistance from the 
Soil Conservation Service.

THE SCS worked with farm ers 
who planned their system of farm ­ 
ing to stop soil erosion and keep 
the w ater clean and pure. They 
farm ed around the hills; planted 
trees; 
strip-cropped 
their 
steep 
slopes and built m any sm all ponds 
to hold back run-off w ater. 
Gullies were planted to perm an­ 
ent sod. The film showed how the 
system controlled w ater raindrop 
by raindrop. 
A rcher explained th at the dis­ 
trict has carried out conservation 
practices on the* land by an inten­ 
sive reforestation program , im ­ 
proving 
t’ e 
existing woodlands 
from a very’ low-grade production 
to some of the finest hardwoods 
on tue m arket. T rough tliis man- 
agreem ent of w’oodland, wildlife 
and recreation facilities, the Mus 
kingum Conservancy D istrict, this 
unique public corporation, under 
local direction, is perhaps the only 
state agency in the US that pays 
taxes on the land it owns. And yet, 
since 1939, it has received no tax 
income to support its operations, 
he rem arked. 
The conservationist stated that

P i c k a w a y County 


m ight well bring about the sam® 
success it so applied. Ile said fie 
county has the opportunity to de­ 
velop its resources on D eercreek, 
Darby, W a l n u t , Congo, Hargus, 
Seippo and other creeks, and with 
broad cooperation, the Scioto River. 
Action and vision, by the people 
is needed if our county is to de­ 
velop its w atershed potential, he 
asserted. "Today over 90 per cent 
of our rainfall is allowed to run 
off! Yet by 1980 we will need twice 
the w ater we’re using today,” he 
conclude!

Discussed during OFWC Legislation Day 


“ Better communications f r o m 
the school to the home and from 
the home to the school, could pre­ 
vent many school drop-outs,’' said 
Jam es Shaw. Circleville guidance 
councilor in discussing the subject 
of “ Drop-outs” for the Ohio Fed­ 
eration of W’omen’s Clubs Legis­ 
lation Day, held yesterday at the 
First Methodist Church. 
Nearly 150 women from District 
VII clubs attended the day-long 
session. 
During a panel on Welfare pro­ 
gram s. 
Ralph Starkey, Juvenile 
Probation Officer, reported that 
20-25 per cent of the juveniles on 
probation come from homes re­ 
ceiving 
public 
assistance. 
Miss 
Pauline Roese, Welfare Director, 
reported that those receiving some 
form of public assistance in Pick- 
away C o u n t y number approxi­ 
mately 1400 and Mrs. Mary May 
Yates r e p o r t e d that the Child 
Welfare Board has 102 children un­ 
der its care of whom 35 are in the 
Children's Home. 
Panel members, when question­ 
ed. agreed that home care, rattier 
than institutional care, is more ec­ 
onomical and desirable in most 
cases from a social and psycholo­ 
gical standpoint.

April 17. The

nounced a stepped-up drive for 
funds to buy tile machinery.

NEW YORK (AP) — Federal 
agents arrested a young art deal­ 
er today on a charge of stealing 
a $50,000 painting by Paul Klee 
from the University of California 
at I>os Angeles in 1959. 
They said the defendant, Joel I 
Alexander Greene. 26. New Y’ork. j 
sold the painting to an art gal- j 
lory 
in 
Munich, 
Germany, for j 
$3,000. 
The painting. “ Jungwald Tafel,” j 
signed in 1926 by the famed Swiss 
abstractionist, had been on loan 
in the university campus art gal­ 
lery from the estate of Mrs. L. M. 
Maitland. Los Angeles. The pie 
ture m easured 14 by IO inches. 
The Federal Bureau of Inves­ 
tigation said Greene transported 
the painting to New York City and 
in 1960 took it to Europe. Agents 
said 
he 
used 
proceeds 
of the 
Munich sale to set himself up in 
business here as a dealer special­ 
izing in primitive art. 
The 
Munich gallery 
sold the 
painting to the Berlin-Dahlen Art 
Museum in Berlin. It subsequent­

SALEM, Ohio ( AP ) —Atty. Gen. 
Mark McElroy has listed a six- 
point program for industrial and 
economic development if he beats 
Gov. Michael V. DiSalle for the 
Democratic nomination and be­ 
comes governor.
